BAG H DAD I Grisly attacks and other sectarian 
violence unleashed by last week’s bombing of 
a Shiite shrine have killed more than 1,300 
Iraqis, making the past few days the deadli- 
est of the war outside major U.S. offensives, 
according to Baghdad’s main morgue. The 
toll was more than three times higher than 
the figure previously reported by the U.S. 
military and the news media. 

Hundreds of unclaimed dead lay at the 


morgue at midday Monday — sprawled, blood- 
caked men who had been shot, knifed, garroted 
or apparently suffocated by the plastic bags 
still over their heads. Many of the bodies had 
their hands still bound — and many of them 
had wound up at the morgue after what their 
families said was their abduction by the Mahdi 
Army, the Shiite militia of cleric Moqtada al- 


Sadr. Aides to Sadr denied the allegations. 

Morgue officials said they had logged more 
than 1,300 dead since Wednesday — the day 
the Shiites’ gold- domed Askariya shrine was 
bombed. The Statistics Department of the 
Iraqi police put the nationwide toll at 1,020 
since Wednesday, but that figure was based on 
paperwork that is sometimes delayed before 
reaching police headquarters, ellen knickmeyer

Judge Blocks 
Planned DOD 
Labor Rules 

WASHINGTON I A federal judge on Monday 
blocked the Defense Department from imple- 
menting much of its new personnel system, 
handing the Bush administration a major 
setback in its efforts to streamline work rules 
and install pay-for-performance systems in 
federal workplaces. 

U.S. District Judge Emmet G. Sullivan 
ruled that the Pentagon’s National Security 
Personnel System fails to ensure collective 
bargaining rights, does not provide an inde- 
pendent third party review of labor relations 
decisions and would leave employees wdthout a 
fair process for appealing disciplinary actions. 

It was the second time in six months that a 
federal judge has stiff-armed the Bush admin- 
istration in its ambitious plans to rewrite fed- 
eral personnel rules to curtail the power of 
labor unions, more strongly tie pay raises to job 
performance, and make it easier to hire, pro- 
mote and discipline federal employees. It was 
unclear Monday whether the Pentagon would 
appeal.

Veterans Could 
Face Cuts in ’08 

WASHINGTON I At least tens of thou- 
sands of veterans with non- critical 
medical issues could suffer delayed 
or even denied care in coming years 
to enable President Bush to meet 
his promise of cutting the deficit in 
half — if the White House is serious 
about its proposed budget. 

After an increase for next year, 
the Bush budget would turn current 
trends on their head. Even though 
the cost of providing medical care 
to veterans has been growing by 
leaps and bounds. White House 


budget documents assume a cut- 
back in 2008 and further cuts 
thereafter. 

In fact, the proposed cuts are so 
draconian that it seems to some that 
the White House is simply making 
them up to make its long-term defi- 
cit figures look better. More realis- 
tic numbers, however, would raise 
doubts as to whether Bush can 
keep his promise to wrestle the 
deficit under control by the time 
he leaves office. 

The White House says the long- 
term budget numbers don’t repre- 
sent actual administration policies.

Gaps in Port Deal Intel Arise 


Coast Guard warned 
Bush administration 
on UAE -based firm 

WASHINGTON | Citing broad gaps 
in U.S. intelligence, the U.S. Coast 
Guard earlier had cautioned the Bush 
administration that it was unable to 
determine whether a United Arab 
Emirates-based company might sup- 
port terrorist operations. 

The surprise disclosure came 
during a hearing on Dubai-owned 
DP World’s plans to take over sig- 
nificant operations at six leading 
U.S. ports. The port operations 


are now handled by London-based 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Co. 

“There are many intelligence 
gaps, concerning the potential for 
DPW or P and O assets to support 
terrorist operations, that precludes 
an overall threat assessment of the 
potential” merger,” the unclassified 
Coast Guard intelligence assess- 
ment said. 

The Bush administration said the 
Coast Guard’s concerns were raised 
during its review of the deal, which it 
approved Jan. 17, and that all those 
concerns were resolved. 

Sen. Susan Collins, chairman 


of the Senate Homeland Security 
Committee, released an unclassi- 
fied version of the document at a 
briefing Monday, a day after the 
Bush administration agreed to DP 
World’s request for a 45-day investi- 
gation of the potential security risks 
related to its deal. 

Congressional leaders who bro- 
kered the arrangement hoped it 
would diffuse a bipartisan political 
uproar over port security. But sena- 
tors introduced several bills Monday 
even though Senate Majority Leader 
Bill Frist had urged them to wait for 
the results of the investigation before

Administration 
Rejects Calls for 
Special Counsel 

WASHINGTON | The White House on 
Monday rejected the call by more 
than a dozen House Democrats for 
a special counsel to investigate the 
Bush administration’s eavesdrop- 
ping program.

Internal Turmoil Impeded Red Cross 


Disputes blamed for 
uneven response to 
Hurricane Katrina 

WASHINGTON | The American Red 
Cross was warned years before 
Katrina hit to resolve its internal 
disputes or risk a repeat of snafus 
that plagued the Sept. 11, 2001, 
relief effort, according to internal 
documents made public by a Senate 
panel Monday. 

Thousands of pages of Red Cross 


e-mail, corporate documents and 
whistleblower complaints paint a 
picture of an organization whose 
mammoth structure contributed 
to the charity’s uneven response to 
Hurricane Katrina. 

In an Oct. 29, 2001, e-mail, board 
member Bill George warned Red 
Cross chairman David McLaughlin 
to resolve the group’s disputes. At the 
time, the nation’s largest charity was 
reeling from CEO Bemadine Healy’s 
resignation amid charges it had mis- 
managed Sept. 11 donations, (ap)

Yates Rejects Plea Bai^in 


Texas mother awaits 
retrial in case of 
drowned children 

H 0 U S T 0 N I Andrea Yates has rejected 
a plea offer that would have sent her 
to prison for 35 years for drowning 
her children. She is expected to face 
a retrial in March. 

Prosecutor Joe Owmby said 
the state would leave the offer on 
the table until March 10 — 10 days 
before Yates’ capital murder retrial 
is set to begin for the deaths of three 
of the five children in 2001. 

Yates has pleaded innocent by 
reason of insanity, as she did at 


her first trial. The plea offer would 
require her to plead guilty or no con- 
test to murder. 

“We have rejected that recom- 
mendation, ’’Yates’ 
attorney George 
Parnham said. 

Yates was con- 
victed of capital 
murder in 2002, 
but the conviction 
was overturned Yates 

because a foren- 
sic psychiatrist gave false testimo- 
ny. Park Dietz had said an episode of 
the TV series “Law & Order” about 
a woman with postpartum depres- 
sion drowning her children was 


aired shortly before the Yates chil- 
dren died; the episode didn’t exist. 

During the first trial, psychia- 
trists testified that Yates suffered 
from schizophrenia and postpartum 
depression, but expert witnesses dis- 
agreed over the severity of her illness 
and whether it prevented her from 
knowing right from wrong. 

A jury rejected Yates’ original 
insanity defense and recommend- 
ed life in prison for the drowning 
of three of her five children, ages 
7, 5 and 6 months. Evidence was 
presented about the drowning of 
two others, ages 3 and 2, but Yates 
was not charged in their deaths.

BIRMINGHAM, ALA. | Dozens of never 
before released photos from the civil 
rights era came to light this week- 
end after an intern discovered them 
buried in an equipment closet at the 
Birmingham News. 

The photos had been in a box 
marked: “Keep. Do Not Sell.” But at 
the time they were taken, the news- 
paper didn’t want to draw attention 
to the racial discord of the 1950s 


and 1960s, news photographers 
from the period said. 

“The editors thought if you didn’t 
publish it, much of this would go 
away,” said Ed Jones, 81, a photogra- 
pher at The News from 1942 to 1987. 
“Associated Press kept on wanting 
pictures, and The News would be 
slow on letting them have them, so 
they flooded the town with pho- 
tographers.” 

On Sunday, the photos went to 
print in a special eight-page section 
called “Unseen. Unforgotten.” Others

HARRISBURG, PA. I A State employee 
and his girlfriend had been drink- 
ing in the hours before he alleged- 
ly dropped her from a 23rd- story 
apartment window, killing her, 
police said Monday.

Bird Flu Newly 
Detected in Niger 


Experts fear latest 
find is just the tip of 
the problem in Africa 

PARIS I The deadly H5N1 strain of 
bird flu was confirmed Monday 
in birds in a third African coun- 
try, deepening experts’ fears that 
the disease maybe far more wide- 
spread than reported on the con- 
tinent. 

Poor veterinary services, a short- 
age of laboratories, farmers’ lack of 
knowledge and their fear that they 
will not be compensated if they 
report sick birds could be mask- 
ing the extent of H5Nl’s spread in 
Africa, according to experts gath- 
ered in Paris. 

Ilaria Capua, chief of the Italian 
laboratory that identified H5N1 in 
domestic ducks in Niger, said she 
fears the new cases are “just the pre- 
lude to the virus becoming endemic 
in Africa.” 

Other experts at the conference 
agreed that H5Nl’s spread in Africa 
is worrisome, as is the likelihood 
that its presence in Niger, its south- 
ern neighbor Nigeria and in Egypt 
are but the tip of the problem.

Scientists fear that H5N1 avian 
influenza could mutate into a form 
easily transmitted among humans, 
sparking a pandemic. Almost all 
human deaths from bird flu have 
been linked to contact with infect- 
ed birds. 

The U.N. health agency on 
Monday raised its tally of con- 
firmed human cases by three to 
173, of which 93 were fatal. 

Experts at the Paris confer- 
ence warned of large gaps in their 
knowledge about how the virus is 
spreading, particularly the likely 
role that wild birds are playing.

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Rioting 
inmates at Kabul’s main prison 
agreed to halt violence late Monday 
and prison authorities restored sup- 
plies of water, electricity and food 
cut off a day earlier in an attempt to 
put down the revolt, officials said. 

A government negotiator said 
four inmates had died in the two- 
day standoff blamed on al Qaeda 
and Taliban militants. 

Sibghatullah Mujaddedi, the 
chief government negotiator, said 
the rioting inmates had agreed to 
temporarily halt violence.

Ambitious pairing of 
North s labor, South s 
savvy gaining foothold 

KAESONG, NORTH KOREA I Rows 
of women in white blazers sit 
hunched over tables in a well- 
lit factory, methodically cutting, 
sewing and piecing together fab- 
ric into clothes destined for sale 
in the thriving shops of capitalist 
South Korea. 

They are some of the 6,000 
North Korean workers employed by 
South Korean companies that have 
set up businesses in an erstwhile 
free -market enclave that officials 
in communist North Korea opened 
Monday for a rare visit by foreign 
news organizations.

The Kaesong Industrial 
Complex, just six miles from the 
world’s last Cold War frontier, is 
an ambitious experiment pairing 
South Korean technology and man- 
agement skill with North Korea’s 
cheap and abundant labor force. 


Kaesong was born out of the 
goodwill that arose following a 
dramatic summit in 2000 between 
the leaders of the divided Koreas, a 
meeting that helped reduce decades 
of distrust following the 1950-53 
Korean War, which ended in a truce 
instead of a peace treaty. 

So far, 15 South Korean compa- 
nies have set up shop in the fenced- 
in enclave, surrounded mostly by 
barren hills and dusty fields. Plans 
are for 2,000 businesses to fill in the 
zone’s 2,720 acres by 2012. 

They are shipping manufactured 
goods such as footwear and cases 
for makeup and cosmetics. North 
Korean workers earn about $57 a 
month, the country’s minimum 
wage, for a 48 -hour week — about 
$1.19 an hour, kelly olsen (ap)

$143M in urgent aid 
approved; envoy warns 
financial collapse near 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The European 
Union agreed Monday to grant 
$143 million in urgent aid to the 
Palestinians before a government 
led by the Islamic militant group 
Hamas takes power, a move aimed 
at preventing a financial collapse 
that could add to the chaos in the 
Middle East. 

But the EU kept silent on what 
it would do once Hamas assumes 
control of the government. 

French Foreign Minister 
Philippe Douste-Blazy said the 
aid was required to avoid “eco- 
nomic chaos” from paralyzing the 
Palestinian Authority. It was also 
designed to show European sup- 
port for the Palestinians remains 
undiminished at least until Hamas 
establishes its control. 

The development comes amid 
news that international envoy James 


Wolfensohn has warned Mideast 
mediators that the Palestinian 
Authority is in danger of financial 
collapse within two weeks, large- 
ly because Israel has stopped the 
flow of tens of millions of dollars to 
the incoming Hamas government, 
according to a letter The Associated 
Press obtained Monday. 


Without the money from Israel, 
the Palestinian Authority will not 
be able to pay wages, and that could 
have a destablizing effect on the 
region, Wolfensohn wrote to the 
Quartet of international media- 
tors — the U.S., EU, U.N. and 
Russia — which he represents.

If the writers succeed in secur- 
ing an injunction to bar the use of 
their material, they could hold up

New Home Sales 
Slip in January 


Number of unsold 
properties reaches a 
record high of 528,000 

WASHINGTON! The backlog of unsold 
new homes reached a record level 
last month, as sales slipped despite 
the warmest January in more than 
100 years. 

The Commerce Department 
reported Monday that sales of new 
single -family homes dropped by 5 
percent to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 1.233 million units 
last month. 

That was the slowest pace since 
January 2005 and left the number 
of unsold homes at a record high

Janey Announces 
D.C. Schools Plan 


Superintendent plans 
standards overhaul, 
specialty high schools

Va. Senate Rejects Shoot-to-Kill Bill 


RICHMOND, VA. | A Senate commit- 
tee on Monday rejected legislation 
specifically authorizing the use of 
deadly force against anyone who 
breaks into a home and physically 
threatens the occupant. 

The bill would have written into 
the Virginia code the common law 
theory of self-defense. Del. John J. 
Welch III, R-Virginia Beach, said 
his bill would make it clear that 
Virginians can kill intruders who 
threaten bodily harm. 


Henry County prosecutor Robert 
Bushnell, speaking for the Virginia 
Association of Commonwealth’s 
Attorneys, urged the committee 
to reject the measure. 

“The current law is not bright 
and clear because the world is not 
bright and clear,” Bushnell said. 
“This bill is a license to kill.” 

Case law governing self-defense, 
Bushnell said, is built on “experi- 
ence and reason.” 

Common law, or case law, is a 


system of law based on judges’ deci- 
sions rather than statutes or con- 
stitutional provisions. Virginia’s 
common law allows the acquittal 
of defendants who can prove they 
used an appropriate level of force 
while acting in self-defense. 

In perhaps the most high-profile 
recent self-defense case, Caroline 
County cattleman and lawyer 
John Ames was acquitted of first- 
degree murder last September in 
the 2004 shooting death of a 74- 
year-old neighbor who came after 
him with a 3 -foot stick, (ap)

Cutting the Cable

TV execs resist effort 
to let customers pick 
which channels to get 

It’s a question that many cable TV 
subscribers ask: My cable compa- 
ny keeps adding more channels to 
my system, but I don’t watch many 
of them. Why can’t I just pick the 
ones I want? 

Rupert Murdoch, a titan of TV, 
has a simple answer: “It kills the 
whole business model.” 

Murdoch echoed the views of 
many in the cable business when he 
said recently that “a la carte” pricing 
wouldn’t work for the industry and 
would lead to higher cable bills for 
consumers. Murdoch’s News Corp. 
owns Fox News, FX and other cable 
channels, and controls the satellite 
TV broadcaster DirecTV Group. 

The industry’s argument goes 
like this: If consumers are free to 
drop less-viewed channels, many of 
them would go out of business, and 
others would have to sharply raise 
their per- customer rates to stay 
afloat. “Bundling” them together 
helps spread costs around and sup- 
ports a variety of programming. 


However, pressure is building 
on the industry to change. 

In February, the Federal 
Communications Commission 
challenged the industry’s long- 
held position that a la carte would 
be undesirable for consumers. 

A wave of technology break- 
throughs including digital video 
recorders, video iPods, video “on 
demand” from cable and satellite 


providers and the increasing avail- 
ability of video over the Internet have 
gotten people accustomed to picking 
and choosing what they watch, when 
and even where they watch it. 

Those changes are “making 
the point that a la carte is not only 
possible, but desirable,” said Gene 
Kimmelman, senior director of pub- 
lic policy at Consumers Union and a 
big supporter of a la carte pricing. 


Those concerned about sexual 
and violent programming on televi- 
sion also favor a la carte TV pricing, 
calling it a good way to give parents 
greater control. 

Consumers, not surprisingly, 
would love the chance to pick and 
choose their channels. 

A poll taken last year found that 
78 percent of American adults pre- 
fer the a la carte option. Two-thirds 
of those surveyed said there was too 
much sex on television, and about 
the same number said there was too 
much violence. 

FCC Chairman Kevin Martin, 
a Republican party loyalist and a 
longtime advocate of curbing sex- 
ual and violent programming, said 
last fall that one option to address 
parental concerns was to sell cable 
channels a la carte. 

All this comes just as cable 
companies are seeing an emerging 
threat from the likes of AT&T and 
Verizon, which offer cable-like video 
services, carried mainly over ultra- 
highspeed fiber optic cables. 

“Competition should be allowed 
to flourish in a free market,” Verizon 
spokesman Mark Marchand said.

“If I just get a couple of runs in 
those games, that’s seven wins, that 
gives me 16 right there,” Patterson 


said. “That’s pretty good, 16-7? That 
would have been all right.” 

Instead, Patterson had to set- 
tle for job security for 2006, which 
isn’t bad at all for a pitcher with five 
major league victories before 2005. 


He and Livan Hernandez entered 
spring training as the only two play- 
ers assured of a place in the rota- 
tion, with the other three spots up 
for grabs more than ever now that 
Brian Lawrence is out for most — if 


not all — of the season with a shoul- 
der injury. 

“It’s a sense of accomplishment,” 
Patterson said. “It makes your off- 
season go a lot better. I’ve turned 
the corner.”

1st Woman Elected to Baseball Hall 


Committee reeognizes 
17 Negro Leaguers for 
sport s highest honor 

BASEBALL | Effa Manley became 
the first woman elected to the 
baseball Hall of Fame when the 
former Newark Eagles executive 
was among 17 people from the 
Negro Leagues and pre-Negro 
Leagues chosen Monday by a spe- 
cial committee. 

This year’s Hall class — 18, 
including former reliever Bruce 
Sutter — is by far the biggest in 
history. The previous record was 
11 in 1946. 


Manley co-owned the New 
Jersey-based Eagles with her hus- 
band, Abe, and ran the business end 
of the team for more than a decade. 
The Eagles won the Negro Leagues 
World Series in 1946 — one year 
before Jackie Robinson broke the 
major league color barrier. 

Manley was white, but married 
a black man and passed as a black 
woman, said Larry Lester, a base- 
ball author and member of the vot- 
ing committee. 

“She campaigned to get as 
much money as possible for these 
ballplayers, and rightfully so,” 
Lester said. 

Manley used baseball to advance

civil rights causes with events such 
as an Anti-Lynching Day at the ball- 
park. She died in 1981 at age 84. 

The new inductees will be 
enshrined with Sutter — elected by 
the Baseball Writers’ Association 
of America last month — on July 
30 in Cooperstown, N.Y. The new 
group brought the Hall’s member- 
ship to 278. 

Only 18 Negro Leagues players 
had been chosen for the Hall prior 
to this election. 

The election was the culmina- 
tion of a Hall of Fame project to 
compile a complete history of blacks 
in the game from I860 to I960.

Speaking to Children 



Kids’ shows use both 
Spanish and English 
to reach viewers 

TWICE THE TALK I Each episode of 
“Dora the Explorer” starts with 
the animated heroine dashing 
from her hacienda, waving to her 
Mami and Papi and scooting off 
into the jungle. 

“Ready to explore?” asks the 
brave and curious 7-year-old. 
“Vamos arriba!” 

Almost everyone in Dora’s world 
speaks English and Spanish — and 
young TV viewers can’t get enough 
of it. Her Nickelodeon show was 
the top-rated preschool program 
for four years; when she was final- 
ly dethroned a few months ago it 
was by a spin-off featuring her 
cousin Diego. 

The trend goes beyond Nickel- 
odeon. PBS Kids revamped “Dragon 
Tales” last year to highlight Latino 
issues and added a bilingual char- 
acter on “Jay Jay the Jet Plane.” 
The Disney Channel will debut 
“Handy Manny,” a preschool car- 
toon centered on a bilingual child 
named Manny Garcia, later this 
year. The Cartoon Network has 
“Mucha Lucha,” a Mexican wres- 


tling cartoon. 

What’s driving the trend? 
Demographics. Census 2000 
showed that Latino communities 


are the nation’s fastest growing — 
and the biggest Latino age group 
is infants to preschoolers. 

Data has long shown that prime- 


time TV mostly excludes Latinos, 
but few had focused on children’s 
shows. Then studies in the late ’90s 
showed that Latino youth almost 
never saw themselves onscreen. 

Cyma Zarghami, president of 
Nickelodeon Television, said the 
message got through: “An audi- 
ence was being underserved.” After 
reading the studies, her producers 
created “Dora” in 1999. 

Every detail of Dora’s appear- 
ance, background and speech was 
carefully considered through the 
lens of her heritage, said Brown 
Johnson, Nickelodeon’s executive 
creative director. “In the pilot she 
had green eyes, but we changed 
them to brown eyes and made her 
skin darker,” she said. 

“Dora” was the first mainstream 
show to try to teach Spanish by 
blending it into dialogue, as opposed 
to translating vocabulary. 

Now, many hope that televi- 
sion will grow up with today’s 
preschoolers and make prime- 
time more diverse. 

“I think it’s catching on,” said 
Christy Glaubke, associate direc- 
tor of Children Now, which stud- 
ies media and children. “Kids’ pro- 
gramming was a testing ground.”

It s Time to End All ‘Star Wars’ 


For every film, there 
is a lame video game 
like ‘Empire at War’ 

VIDEO GAMES I If you thought Star 
Wars ended last year with “Revenge 
of the Sith,” think again. The space 
opera appears destined to live longer 
than Jedi Master Yoda as a series 
of video game spinoffs. 

The latest, “Star Wars: Empire 
at War” (for PC), occasionally cap- 
tures the cinematic excitement 
but lacks the variety to keep gam- 
ers coming back. 

You lead either the Rebel 
Alliance or the Empire in the ongo- 


ing turf war for control of the gal- 
axy. But you don’t get to be ruler of 
the universe without a fight. 

Conquering a planet involves 
amassing large fleets of space cruis- 
ers, soldiers and armored vehicles. 
Usually, you’ll have to assault oppos- 
ing space defenses, then conduct a 
ground assault. You’ll have to always 
be thinking about your ability to 
spread forces evenly to continu- 
ally gain territory — and prevent 
losing it again. 

The vague story in campaign 
mode picks up after “Sith” but 
before “A New Hope,” with the 
Empire’s apparent glide to galac- 
tic domination sidetracked by

some pesky group called the Rebel 
Alliance. 

Like the often odd dialogue of 


the films, perfect with this game 
not all is. 

Imperial Star Destroyers, Mon 
Calamari Cruisers, even the vaunted 
Death Star look menacingly great 
from a distance. But zoom up 
close, and you’ll see some rather 
ugly, blocky graphics. The color- 
ful explosions at least make up for 
some of the overall unsightliness. 

A lack of variety limits the lon- 
gevity of “Empire at War.” With 
only two sides to fight for, the very 
thing that makes Star Wars such 
an enduring tale of good versus evil 
ultimately prevents gamers from 
enjoying a richer experi-

APPRECIATION I Dennis Weaver, the 
slow-witted deputy Chester Goode 
in the TV western “Gunsmoke” and 
the New Mexico deputy solving New 
York crime in “McCloud,” died of 
complications from cancer on Feb.

Disney’s newest ride

Monroe, N. J., family got a chance 
to check out Everest early as Disney 
continues testing the ride before the 
grand opening. Pauline’s brothers 
Chris and Mike had already rid- 
den it three times, but once was 
enough for her. 

“I thought it was scary,” Pauline 
said, clutching her mother’s hand. 

Several research trips from China 
to Nepal helped Disney designers cre- 
ate the 6.2-acre attraction, including 
their rendition of a Himalayan vil- 
lage called “Serka Zong” that leads 
visitors up to the ride. 

“The ride experience changes 
from this sort of scenic tour to this 
sort of fast-paced drop backwards,” 
said Mike Lentz, vice president of 
new business initiatives. 


Coasters 


With no upside-down turns, 
Everest isn’t as white -knuckling 
as some new coasters. But it could 
help Disney draw visitors to the 
Animal Kingdom, which has long 
lagged in popularity behind sister 
parks Epcot, the Magic Kingdom 
and Disney-MGM Studios. 

The Everest attraction, billed as 
a family thrill ride, could scarcely 
be more different than Disney’s last 
big-ticket item, the rocket- simulat- 
ing Mission: Space. Equipped with 
vomit bags. Mission: Space uses a 
centrifuge and recreates two times 
the force of gravity while taking rid- 
ers on a simulated trip to Mars. 

Still, Everest was adventurous 
enough for Pauline Cordova, whose 


The ride includes turns through 
a light mist meant to simulate 
weather in the low-lying moun- 
tains and scream-inducing rush- 
es through the dark inside a fake 
snowcapped mountain. 

The village includes a tourism 
booking office, Tashi’s General 
Store and Bar, and an old ware- 
house refashioned as a yeti muse- 
um — all built with taut attention 
to the architecture and feel of a real 
east Asian mountain town. 

“Every detail is intended to be 
part of a complete story. It has 
importance, and we spend a lot of 
time on these details,” Lentz said. 
“As a guest you stand in that place 
and you feel like you’re in some place 


really, really different.” 

At least 8,000 props purchased 
from Nepal adorn the village, along 
with prayer flags and ancient-look- 
ing carvings of goats and yak. Disney 
is nurturing 900 bamboo plants, 10 
species of trees and 110 species of 
shrubs to recreate the local vegeta- 
tion around the attraction. 

It took jets, helicopters and don- 
keys to get Disney’s creative team 
past narrow roads and to a 1,000- 
year-old monastery to study the 
Himalayan culture. The team stayed 
there three days and gathered infor- 
mation about beliefs in the yeti. 

“Our story was really about the 
culture and the people, the areas 
where there is human habitation,” 


said Joe Rohde, executive designer 
and a member of the expeditions. 

Disney based its design for 
the yeti on golden monkeys in 
the Qinling mountains — cold- 
weather primates with blue faces 
and fiery orange fur. 

Park researchers were accompa- 
nied by Conservation International 
and film crews from Discovery 
Networks, whose Travel Channel 
will premiere a chronicle of the 
trip called “Expedition Everest: 
Journey to Sacred Lands” the 
week of April 9. 

For Disney’s creative team, 
Everest is an experience — not just 
a mile -long roller coaster ride. 

Their painstaking attention to

detail and authenticity may have 
been lost on little Pauline and 
potentially on potentially hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors after 
her. But the real importance is in 
recreating a realistic environment 
that transports visitors to another 
world — whether they realize it or 
not, Rohde said. 

“We need enough detail to sus- 
tain your attention for 50 years,”

Original members of 
oldies music groups 
fight against imitators 

Doo-wop and rock ‘n’ roll legends 
are asking lawmakers across the 
United States to stop performances 
by some not-so-great pretenders. 

There are hundreds of bands 
touring the country these days 
claiming to be The Platters, the 
Drifters, the Coasters or other 
groups from the ’50s and ’60s, 
according to the Vocal Group Hall 
of Fame in Sharon, Pa. 

Most of them have no ties to the 
original artists. 

“They undercut the legacy of 
those artists by pretending to be 
them,” said Jon “Bowzer” Bauman,

former member of the oldies band 
ShaNaNa. 

“Almost worst of all is the way in 
which they steal the applause from 
the great veterans and pioneers that 
crafted rock ‘n’ roll music back in the 
’50s and early ’60s,” he said. 

The Hall of Fame is work- 
ing with numerous states to pass 
“Truth in Music” legislation. Such 
laws would allow state attorneys 


general to stop an impostor band 
performance with an injunction and 
seek civil penalties of up to $15,000 
against the bands and those who 


promote them. 

Earlier this week, Pennsylvania’s 
governor signed a bill into law. 
South Carolina and North Dakota 



now have comparable laws on the 
books. Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, Illinois, California, 
Florida, Michigan, Ohio, Nevada 
and Missouri are debating the issue 
or are expected to take it up soon. 

To be considered bona fide under 
the legislation, a band must include 
at least one member of the origi- 
nal recording group. Tribute bands 
would not be affected. 

Carl Gardner, the last surviv- 
ing member of The Coasters, said 
he hopes all 50 states pass such 
laws and he can get his livelihood 
back. 

“If they can get every state in the 
union to sign these papers, they’ll 
never be able to work again, and 
I’ll be able to get all my jobs back,” 
said Gardner, a member of the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame. “They’ve cut 
into my business awfully bad and 
... it hurts everybody.” 

Gardner said he typically charg- 
es $10,000 a gig. He said the phony 
Coasters charge only $1,000 and 
often perform, which he said tar- 
nishes his reputation. 

“They’re taking our history but 
they don’t have our DNA,” said Mary 
Wilson, an original member of the 
Supremes. “It really is a form of
